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MARGINAL COMMENT 
A Blooming Keepsake

este Mohammed V of Morocco, who 
earlier this month played host to the 
Arab League Council, has just approved 
a decision of the Casablanca municipal 
council to commemorate the occasion by 
naming its Municipal Gardens after the 


Arab League. The gardens, which are 


described as very old and very beautiful, 
are from now on to be called the “Arab 


‘League Gardens.” A correspondent re- 
cently in Casablanca has described these 


gardens and their fountains in ; t de- 
tail, remarking among other things that 
they are masterpieces of architectural 
design, with wondrous fiewers, and 
plants which blossom tae whole year 
round. A handsomer or more enduring 
remembrance, in short, would be <iffi- 
cult to imagine. The Arab League, which 
is over 14 years old now and groggy 
from many a setback, will have its name 
immortalized, and no failure, however 
crushing, shall obliterate its memory.

In the 
course of its brief existence, the Arab 
League has many times been as inert as 
a corpse; in fact it showed signs of life 
only for very brief spells during its early 
years, when the idea of pan-Arabism 
was much less to the fore than it was 
during the fifties. This may sound rather 
paradoxical, since the League is gene- 
rally supposed to embedy the Arabs’ 
dream of unity. Yet the experience of 
the past 14 years has proved that the 
League usually becomes more active and 
useful — and is far less torn by internal 
strife — when its members are least 
obsessed with dreams of pan-Arab unity. 
Accordingly, the League went through 
itg bleakest days during the first half 
of last year, when the Arabs very fever- 


ishly went through the motions of work- 


ing for unity. -

EED, the birth of the League itself 

can be said to have resulted from a 
lack rather than from an abundance of 
pan-Arab fervour. It is worth recalling 
that im 1942, three years before the 
League’s emergence, Nuri es-Said drew 
up the first detailed plan for an Arab 
union in a Blue Book which has since 
become famous. The plan provided for 
an enlarged Syria which ‘would include

S the Arab League, in its very 
origins, can be considered as an 
alternative to, rather than an expression 
of, or even a stimulant to, Arab unity. 
When the tide of pan-Arab sentiment 


‘was at its height following the merger 


of Syria and Egypt on the one hand 
and the federation of Iraq and Jordan 
on the other hand, the League was 
virtually dead. It was only after the 
Iraqi revolution last year and Baghdad's 
subsequent rejection of the basic con- 
cepts of Arab unity that the League 
started to regain some of its lost utility 
as a patcher-up of differences between 
fully and resoiutely independent Arab 
States. The reason why it is still so 
weak and divided is that not all of its 
members believe Cairo’s protestations 
that Nasser no longer has grandiose 
designs on their sovereignty. If. they 
accept Cairo's professions of non-inter- 
vention, then the Arab League may 
secure a prolonged lease of uneventful, 
drab but palpable life. Casablanca’s an- 
cient gardens may yet exereise some 
magic influence. ——
